Applicant's arguments fail to address the 
changes in the grounds of rejection, including the central fact that the clainns nnerely recite a certain material which is capable of gas 
sensing. The disclosure of the claimed material (or ranges of composition that include the claimed composition), combined with a 
showing that the materia! is capable of gas sensing applications, is sufficient to make obvious the claimed invention to one having 
ordinary skill in the art. Claiming a known, material is not novel. Claiming a new use for a known material is not unobvious when 
evidence exists to show that such a use would be expected for that type of material. With regard to the specific compositions, applicant's 
specification provides no evidence of the criticality of the compositions of claims 6 and 7; merely listing a composition as preferred is not 
evidence of unexpected results.
